S.O. 3094 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 30A of the Mines 
and Minerals (Regulation and Development) Act, 1957 (67 of 1957), the Central 
Government hereby directs that the provisions of sub-section (1) of section 9 of 
the said Act shall apply, with Immediate effect, to or in relation to mining leases 
in respect of coal, granted before the 25th day of October 1949, subject to the 
modification that the lessee shall pay royalty at the rate specified in any agree¬ 
ment between the lessee and lessor or at 24% of f.o.r. price, whichever is higher, 
in lieu of the rate of royalty specified in respect of coal in the Second Schedule 
to the said Act.
